structed at a cost of $10,000,000, and they 
‘would form. one of the best Harbors in the 
country. They would be ¢hree stories with 
teaming, street car and railroad facilities and 
a ay connection with the IlMnoie tun- 
nel. They would be on land which now is 
submerged, but which could be filled in. A 
dockage charge of 25 cents a ton would pay 
the interest on the investment, and probably 
defray the whole cost of construction in a 
number ot years. 
Chicago Commerce in Danger. 

“If the government will build the break- 
water, the work of building a harbor could 
be Btarted immediately. We could start by 
constructing two piers, the cest of which 
would run between $600,000 and §1,000,000 
piece. This is not a large undertaking. 
But if we wait several years before begin- 
ning, Chicago will lose iake commerce which 
will take twenty years to regain. The 
project can be made self-supporting, and a 
canvase of the manufacturing and shipping 
interests of Chicago indicates a unanimous 
opinion that the work should begin at once.“ 

The problem of financing the project 
brought the suggestion that the city could 
use its extended taxing power. Ald. Littler 
suggested that the cly might issue bonds for 
the work, and this brought up the proposition 
that the work be done by the sanitary district. 

It a bord issue is considered, we must 
consider that it would require a constitu- 
tional amendment and that will delay work 
five years,“ Gbjected Wallace G. Clark of the 
drainage board. “If the city is not willing 
to levy more taxes—and there is every indi- 
cation that the people would be willing to

ow on Model Farm, 

A feature that will attract attention is the 
model farm. On a platform ten feet square 
an Ideal farm has been laid out with a bunga- 
low farmhouse, artistic outbuildings, and 
with fleids platted for balanced diversified 
crops, orchards, aud chicken runs. The mini- 
ature orchard is planted with tiny trees, 
microscopic chickens are in the yard, lillipu- 
tian cattle graze in the pasture, and all the 
work of the farm is going on on the same 
scale.

EPETITION of “Pelleag et Melisande“ 
last night brought out another large au- 
dience and one that by ite demeanor tee 
tified to its interest. Not all of that in- 
terest was favorable. Some of it was as 

antagonistic as that which first greeted the 
music dramas of Richard Wagner. But always 
there was attention and the orchestral inter- 
‘udes were less disturbed by conversation, Once 
or twice some unsophisticated enthusiasts start- 
1d applause at the wrong time, only to be 

promptly hissed down by other enthusiasts who 
desired to follow the orchestral connection be- 
tween the scenes. | 

On the whole, it was an audience worth 
studying. In the intermissions the fight waxed 
strenuous. Music lovers who have fixed their 
ideals according to Teutonic creeds declaimed 
against the “rhythmical noise” and the un- 
melodic declamation,” forgetting for the mo- 
ment the pages and pages of unmelodic decla- 
mation in the scores of their beloved Wagner. 
Enthusiastic advocates met their arguments by 
rhapsodies on the subtlety of Debussy’s musical 
suggestion, the poetry and symbolism and mys- 
ticism of the whole performance. And the er- 
Ginary man and woman without musical convic- 
tions and prejudices listened with open mind 
and heart to the music and followed the suc- 
cessive mood, picturing tableaux with sensibili- 
ties ready for every suggestion, and profited by 
much enjoyment and inspiration. 

The performance was one of great beauty 
and simplicity. In both attributes it was per- 
fectly sulted to the music itself, which is not
